MAIL EQUIPMENT 


Air mail, a paid secretary, com­ 
munity chest, publicity and state 
police were the subjects discussed at 
the monthly meeting of the Gettys­ 
burg Chamber of Commerce in the 
fire engine house Monday evening. 
Murray B. Frazee, president, pre­ 
sided. 
After considerable discussion on 
the merits of the air mail service 
for Gettysburg, the members put in 
the hands of President Frazee the 
decision whether or not Gettysburg 
can supply the money to buy the 
equipment that is needed to put the 
mail pick-up service in operation 
here. 
Early tills month All American 
Aviation, Inc., of Wilmington, Dela­ 
ware, holder of the contract to sup­ 
ply the mail service, sent its rep­ 
resentatives here to ask the com­ 
munity to supply messenger service 
and buy the equipment. 
Tile cost 
for the messenger was estimated 
then at $300 a year and the equip­ 
ment at $150.

within their own m inds than when 
Pius was elected 15 days after the 
death of Benedict XV. 
A fter today’s m eeting the car­ 
dinals, escorted by Vatican attaches, 
inspected their respective “cells”— 
the simple rooms they will occupy 
during the conclave. 
Two of the sixty-two cardinals I 
who go into the conclave W ednes- 1 
day received votes for the papacy 
in the 1922 conclave. 
They are G ennaro Cardinal G rani­ 
te Pignatelli Di Belmonte, dean of j 
the college of cardinals, and Donato 
Cardinal Sbarretti. 
C ardinal Pignatelli Is expected by 
m any to receive a courtesy v o te! 
during the coming deliberations but 
it is generally considered he is un­ 
likely to be chosen pope. 
Those who know- him believe that 
if the choice wore to fall on him 
he would ask to be excused because 
of age. 
He is 87. 
T hrough the centuries of church 
history many of those sought for 
the papacy have implored the col­ 
lege not. to thrust tile honor and 
the enormous responsibility which 
goes with it. upon them .
